liam R. Trotter of the Typographi- 
cal union out of order and—after 
some difficulty—forcing 
him

take his seat. A vigorous denial 
was made by Green that he was 
taking any part in the New York 
City mayoralty campaign. 


Striking at the secret drafting 


of legislation by new deal brain 
trustcrs, a resolution introduced at 
the annual convention by John P. 
Frey, president of the metal trades 
department, assailed the 
pending 


wages and hours hill as subject to 
"suspicion" and paved the way for 
a concerted attack Monday on the 
national labor relations board. 


Frey's icsolution 
was particu- 


larly critical of the fact that the 
federation was 
not consulted in 


connection with preparation of the 
wages and hours measure, which a

Harvest if Estimate Fig-

yield to a record peak of 249.3 
pounds in forecasting a United 
States 
production 
of 
15,573,000 


bales, based on Oct. 1 conditions. 
If this production figure is real- 
ized, this would be the second 
largest crop ever harvested, more 
than 5.000,000 bales larger than 
last year, 
and nearly 3,000,000 


bales above the five year average 
of 1928-32. 
The largest crop har- 


vested 
was 
17,978,000 bales in 


1926. 


Cotton prices, previous to the 


report Friday, had been moving 
downward. 
Cotton sold near 14 


cents a pound early this year and 
t hen moved down to about 10 
cents in August, with forecasts of 
the large crop. 
Despite a govern- 


ment loan program at 9 cents a 
pound 
for 
good 
grade 
cotton, 


prices have hovered near S cents a 
pound in recent weeks.

Gen. 
Matsui Says Shanghai 


Army Prepared—U. S. May 


Kevise Neutrality. 


By ths Associated Pr*-»s. 


An official Japanese announce- 


ment of policy m the Smo-Japa- 
neae conflict was interpreted by 
the Chinese as equivalent to a 
declaration of war, if not a formal 
declaration. 
The announcement, 


the first of Japanese origin to be 
mo regarded since the outbreak of 
the three month undeclared war, 
ttame from Gen. Iwane Matsui 
who, in the name of the emperor, 
declared the army he commands 
on the Shanghai front "is now pre- 
pared to use every means to sub- 
due ita opponents." 
The proclamation, issued after 
the most severe night engagement 
between Chinese land batteries and 
Japanese warships, was consid- 
ered by observers as a forerunner 
of Japan's threatened major drive 
to smash Chinese defenses north- 
west of Shanghai. 


With the American government 
already committed to participation 
in a proposed nine power confer- 
ence, President 
Roosevelt sum- 


moned his cabinet and his chief 
diplomatic advisers to discuss the 
extent to which the United States 
will co-operate in peace moves in 
the orient. 


Speculation in some Washington 
quarters that the projected nine- 
power conference might be asked 
to declare an economic boycott 
against Japan brought 
no of- 


ficial comment. Possibility arose 
that 
the 
administration 
would 
father a proposal to revise the 
neutrality 
law. 
Some 
quarters 


suggested this might be a factor 
in President Roosevelt's consider- 
ation of a special session of con- 
gress. 


Jap Statement Drafted. 


The Japanese foreign office in 


Tokyo announced a formal state- 
ment was being drafted airing 
Japan's attitude on her condem- 
nation by the United States and 
the League of Nations. 
Reliable 
sources said Japan would denounce 
the nine-power pact, basis for the 
denunciations, as obsolete and in- 
applicable. 


The newspapers Izevestia and 


Pravda, soviet government mouth- 
pieces, promised full soviet action 
against war making nations. Their 
pronouncement was coupled with 
a welcome to the "readiness of the 
United States to take aJi active 
part in joint efforts." 


Izvestia, expressing regret that 


an effective "quarantine" against 
"fascist aggression could not be 
expected," said "some governments 
need to change their words into 
action." 
The remark appeared to be di- 


rected at the United States as well 
as France and Britain. The latter 
two stood ready to execute de- 
cisive action to counter Italian 
moves if Premier Mussolini fails 
to satisfy Anglo-French demands 
regarding the use of volunteers In 
the Spanish civil war. 


Diplomatic 
circles 
generally 


agreed in London and Rome that 
if il duce's action bears the re- 
motest tone of conciliation, one 
final effort will be made to induce 
the Italian premier to come quickly 
to a discussion of the question of 
withdrawing foreign fighters from 
Spain. 


Foreign Secretary Eden expres- 


sed "gratification" over President 


Roosevelt's appeal and called the 
American stand a "real contribu- 
tion" to finding peace.

home," he said, "that It is still as 
possible and perhaps as probable 
to tax a people to pauperism as 
in the Roman days of the third 
century." 


Arnold told of the., influence on 


the Nebraska government due to 
the interest taken in the govern- 
ment by the taxpayers league, and 
asserted there is need in prac- 
tically every state in the union to 
arouse officials to take an interest 
in the1 welfare of the taxpayers 
He praised the unlcamerai legis- 
lature of Nebraska, crediting it 
with cutting down expenses and 
providing greater efficiency. There 
is no "passing the buck" as in the 
two chamber legislature, he said. 


"There is in almost every state 


in the union urgent necessity for 
arousing a consciousness in the 
minds of officials that it is their 
duty to take an honest interest in 
the welfare of the taxpayer and 
in the cause of good government," 
he asserted.

it is doing-. 
It had thought the 


United States understood 
better 


than any other nation, that the 
American public 'was completely 
enlightened and entirely neutral. 
Nevertheless Japan will not be de- 
:erred from carrying on its fun- 
damental policies. 


America 
understands Japan's 


fundamental policy to include in- 
vasion of its neighbor 
countries 


and aggression. 
If this country 


is wrong perhaps Japan can en- 
lighten it. This country does not 
want misunderstanding or ill feel- 
ings. It will go far to get along 
with the nations of the world, to 
avoid conflict. Nevertheless, it has 
a national conscience, a sense of 
right and wrong:, along with its 
abhorrence of war. Japan accuses 
our people with being too idealistic 
and with having- too much sympa- 
thy for weaker nations. We may 
well plead guilty to being idealis- 
tic and with having great sympa- 
thy for the weak and unfortunate. 


The trouble is that the situation 


in Europe and the far east seems 
to be a brew mixed by evil spirits 
designed to get the whole world in 
trouble. It is going to require the 
wisdom of the wisest leaders to 
avoid such a catastrophe. 


LABOR'S ECONOMIC WAR. 
The economic war which labor 


proposes employing against the 
Japanese is simply a milder term 
for boycott and promises to be a 
very effective weapon. Yet its use 
must be questioned for a boycott 
is a most powerful and damaging 
implement and cannot be employed 
without 
working hardships in 


many quarters. It is all right to 
say, in an abstract discussion of 
the Sino-Japanese war, that the 
Japanese invasion of China is con- 
temptible and something should be 
done about it, something to pro- 
tect the weak, if huge, Chinese na- 
tion from the vigorous, militant 
Japanese. 


At the same J:ime when definite 


suggestions are offered and action 
takes the form of a boycott, the 
weapon must ba studied carefully. 
The boycott is sharp as a well 
honed woodman's axe, and it. is 
also double edged.

DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 


Correction of Spinal Curvature. 


The other day we told of the 


importance of muscular 
insuffi- 


ciency as a cause of spinal curva- 
ture. If a boy or girl developing 
spinal curvature is not properly 
treated more or less fixed deform- 
ity is inevitable as the child grows 
up. To estimate in a given case 
whether 
the curvature 
is still 
mainly functional, 
measure 
the 


height as the child stands in the 
usual position. Then see how much 
the child can increase the height 
by standing as tall as possible. If 
there Is a difference of more than 
one-half inch the outlook for cor- 
rection without surgical treatment 
is good. Surgical treatment im- 
plies chiefly the application of cast 
O]> brace and special corrective ex- 
ercises to be prescribed and super- 
vised by the physician or ortho- 
pedic surgeon in each individual 
case. 
The first step in the correction 


of functional curvature, which is 
dua almost wholly to muscular in- 
sufficiency, is a thoro health exam- 
ination, including, of course, care- 
ful consideration of the child's gen- 
eral hygiene, diet, hours of study, 
hours of play. 


Nutritional deficiency is a com- 
mon factor of muscular weakness 
or insufficiency and the fatigue 
ajid strain to which malnourished 
individuals are subject. This does 
not mean that the individual does 
not get enough to eat. 
Rather it 
means that the diet is deficient in 
one or more essentials of optimal 
nutrition. There may be a lack of 
iron, of iodin, of phosphorus, of 
calcium. 
Most frequently, I be- 


lieve, the growing child suffers 


from deficiency of vitamins, par- 
ticularly vitamins D, B and G. 
Even if the diet provides adequate 
amounts of phosphorus, calcium 
and iron, it is still necessary that 
the daily intake of vitamins D, B 
and G be more generous than or- 
dinary foods can provide, in order 
to insure normal assimilation •'and 
utilization of these elements in 
metabolism, growth, vlte. An ef- 
fective, Agreeable and economical 
way to supplement the diet with 
these vitamins is the eating of a 
dozen, more or 
less, irradiated 
yeast tablets daily. Not ordinary 
yeast, which ferments and is rel- 
atively poor in vitamins; but a 
selected strain.of yeast which is 
rich in ergosterol. This does not 
ferment in the digestive tract, is 
relatively rich In vitamins, and the 
ergosterol in it is converted into 
viosterol, vitamin D, by ultraviolet 
rays of a specific wave length. 
I would advise also a daily ration 


of at least two or three ounces of 
wheat 'germ, in one dish or another, 
for every young person who has 
muscular 
insufficiency, 
whether 


spinal curvature is developing or 
not. Health food stores generally 
have wheat germ at a few cents 
a pound. A little of it may be used 
in any recipe calling for wheat 
flour, or mixed with any cereal 
dish. 
If the young person is unac- 
countably tired, drowsy, mopish, or 
has any sign of simple goitre, she 
should have an iodin ration.

known some of her books, and it 
is like meeting an old neighbor." 
The first part of Mr. Sandburg's 
:alk was a discussion of the power 
of the spoken word, its signifi- 
cance In an age when the words 
of a • man can whirl around the 
earth in fractions of minutes. 
'When you contrast it with 100, 
50, 30 years ago," he said, "you 
can realize the extent to which 
the peoples of the earth today are 
a unit." 


What They Dream. 


Those seriously interested in a 
college education, the poet said, 
are trying to learn the art of 
listening—the art 
of weighing 
words, the art of gullibility, the 
art of propaganda, "J feel a deep 
responsibility about talking to an 
audience of "young people," he said. 
'The future will be what you want 
and what you dream, in spita of 
all the propaganda that may be 
poured Into your ears." 
The poet's face, solemn under a 
tousled shock of silver hair, has 
something of the quality of living 
stone, but his voice has more of 
the quality of a soft wind. He pro- 
longed the vowel sounds of his 
words and made them sing as few 
speakers do. 


Mr. Sandburg1 made no tangible 
conclusion in his talk. He spoke 
mostly in fragments, 
significant 


ones. For example, "Who can look 
at the conflict in the far east and 
know by what slight accidents or 
events it may light up the whole 
world. One of the deepest motives 
of all time that's: going to be work- 
Ing all the time, is the fact that 
man seems to be born for con- 
flict." Clever propagandists are 
continually making- use of this 
fact, he said. 
' 


And then, "we're living in an 
age that's got to do considerable 
experimenting Immanly." The poet 
predicted that In the future the 
thoughts Of mankind, as they are 
expressed in literature, will turn 
more and more to the realities of 
life. 
There will be more of the 


foundatlonal facts of life in the 
novels and poetry of tomorrow, he 
said, more of an attempt to solve 
the almost Innumerable problems 
which confront humanity. 
Mr. Sandburg referred frequently 
to Abraham Lincoln and his high 
significance among the men of 
America. Lincoln was a man, the 
poet said, whose words remain 
potent today and do not ring hol- 
lowly. In an aside he said that he 
Is now working on the fourth vol- 
ume of a book, "Abraham Lincoln 
—The War Years," which is the 
sequel to 
the 
highly 
praised, 
"Abraham 
Lincoln—The 
Prairie 
Years." He said, "I feel fairly good 
about reaching the fourth volume, 
because very often they die about 
the second volume." 
As he finished 
his talk, Mr. 
Sandburg took up the 
tattered 
leaflets of his book, "The People, 
Yes," which he characterized as 
"footnotes to the final phrases of 
Lincoln's Gettysburg speech." He 
read a number of pithy passages 
from the book and 
closed 
his 
readings with the last selection 
in the volume. Swaying back and 
forth on the platform in rhythm 
with his words, he exercised a 
dominance over his youthful audi- 
ence. At the last, he took up the 
guitar which he said he brings 
with him "out of habit," and sang 
several of the selections from his 
famous book of American folk 
songs. 


Among the interested listeners 
was Dr. W. H. Slattery, who lived 
on the same street In Galesburg 
with the poet, and whose, sister 


was one of Mr. Sandburg's leach- 
el's. Dr. Slattery spoke to Mr. 
Sandburg backstage, and th« poet 
readily recalled his teacher, Eliza- 
beth Slattery, as "a beautiful, red- 
haired girl/' a fine influence in 
his life.

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co-operation. There is no basis for 
this assumption at any time in the 
history of the United States from 
Washington to Roosevelt. 
"We have never been very much 
interested in alliances, but we have 
always recognized the need of co- 
operation. 
Under Washington we 
made treaties for commerce, boun- 
dary settlements, and arbitration. 
Since then we have had additional 
treaties under each president as 
we grew more powerful and ex- 
panded our interests abroad. 


Diplomats Not Fools. 


"The trouble with so many of 
our isolationist friends 
is 
that 
they don't know anything about 
practical international relations. 
They hold before the American 
people the spectre of dangerous 
foreign diplomats. The isolation- 
ists seem to,think that American 
diplomats are fools. I deny that 
and as an American citizen I 
resent the suggestion. 
"M o r e o v e r , our Isolationist 


friends fail to realize that our gov- 
ernment has two distinct ways to 
help American citizens; one is do- 
mestic legislation, the other-Inter- 
national negotiation. Some things 
can best be accomplished thru 
national action; some thru inter- 
national. In the days from Wash- 
ington to Roosevelt we have car- 
ried out negotiations with other 
countries to protect the welfare of 
the United States. 


Concerted Effort. 


"The lant 50 years differ from 
the preceding years of our his 
tory in that a concerted effort has 
been made to stop the menace o 
war. 
Until the World war these 


efforts were restricted to arbitra 
tion and conciliation IreaLics. Sinci 
the World war these efforts havi 
been more organized thru 
the 
creation of the League of Nations 
the World Court and the Kellog-g 
Briancl treaty. 
"Some Americans, blinded 
b> 
partisan politics, others thru laci 


>f undent and ing, have objected to 
>ur oo-opa ration with these insti- 
utions. Only recently have they 
•eallzed that these Institution* em- 
body he greatest American prin- 
ciples for whldh our fathers stood 
and fought. These are embodied 
n our own constitution. Only now 
are many of these people realizing 
that thru oar failure to co-operate' 
more thoroly we have endangered 
our own prosperity, welfare and 
iecurlty.

• MAY END BLOODSHED 


May 
Establish 
Economic 


Equilibrium So Prosper-

The whole course of human, events 
In the next decade may be shaped 
by the new turn in American for- 
eign policy which President Roose- 
velt has so courageously expressed 
by his words and his action in the 
last 48 hours. 
' The objective is not merely to 
end bloodshed, but to establish 
once more an economic equilibrium 
st> that re-employment and pros- 
perity may ensue For the problem 
£f America is the pioblem of the 
other nations as well. 
Without 
world trade, thei e can only be 
curtailed 
production, more 
un- 
employment, insolvency and human 
misery. 


< The president's policy is states- 
manship of transcendent value. 
Irritations theie are without num- 
ber over his conduct of various 
domestic policies; but, just as he 
tvas heading for the fork in the 
road that might mean fiscal disas- 
ter to America Mr. Roosevelt has 
started in the only direction thai 
can possibly lead our nation to 
real economic recovery and a 
sound fiscal position. 
The crying need of today for 


America is an increased volume of 
transactions—more business, more 
trade, more production, more em- 
ployment. The home market, to be 


sure, has never been cultivated 
with sufficient intensity, but the 
foreign market has in the past 
given Ameiican producers many 
billions of dollars in trade. It can 
do so again. 


Two Schools of Thought. 


There are and have always been 


two schools of thought on this 
point. One argues that we should 
be self-contained, erect high tariff 
walls to exclude other countries' 
goods, and, in short, pursue a 
policy of economic nationalism. 
The other urges that we exchange 
goods on a fair basis with other 
countries, that we should reduce 
tariffs as far as possible, that we 
make reciprocity treaties to en- 
courage volume of trade, and that 
restrictions upon gold exchange be 
gradually removed. 
Such a pro- 
gram is often called enlightened 
nationalism. 
This correspondent has for more 
than 20 years championed the 
second course believing that the 
policy of international co-ppera- 
tion, as outlined by 
President 


Wilson, would, if adopted, have 
saved the world from the catas- 
trophe of 1929 and that the trans- 
formation 
of the 
German and 
Italian democracies into dictator- 
ships 
would 
thus 
have 
been 


avoided. 


Cordell Hull, secretary of state, 
has contended in season and out 
of season, when he had the ear of 
the world and when he didn't, that 
economic nationalism leads to war 
and human conflict. The republican 
party made its major error of the 
last campaign when it refused to 
commend the objectives of the Hull 
policy, and this point was em- 
phasized by the writer before and 
after 
the 
Cleveland convention 
last year. 


Today, Mr Roosevelt, after be- 
ing for three years somewhat luke-

It was the only course he could 
take in a world in which democ- 
racies were rapidly being rendered 
less and less able to protect them* 
pelves, not only against the rav- 
ages of war, but the ravages of 
economic depression growing out 
of nationalistic policies all over 
the world. 
Those who do not believe in the 


world trade idea and the impor- 
tance of building volume of bus- 
iness by improving trade relations 
must accept the alternative policy 
—domestic, regimentation, the ra- 
tioning of what we have withm 
our borders, and an almost ar- 
bitrary redistribution 
of wealth. 


They can hardly say the new deal 
to date has not been a logical 
corollary of economic nationalism. 


Not Enough Business. 


For there isn't enough volume 


of 
business 
within the 
United 
States to support an economy in 
which higher and higher labor 
costs means higher and higher 
prices. There isn't enough national 
income to keep on paying 
the 
necessary taxes to maintain relief 
rolls 
indefinitely. 
The 
United 
States can produce more food and 
more manufactured goods without 
increasing its acreage or its plant 
capacity. The Brookings Institu- 
tion, in—its significant 
studies, 


points out that even in 1929 we 
rever used 100 percent of our 
plant capacity. 
Prices can be kept from soaring 


only if production can be increased 
and a market found for our pro- 
ducts. The proposed system of 
crop control which Mr Roosevelt 
wants put into law at the coming 
session of congress is a kind of 
economic nationalism — a contra- 
diction of his international policy 


but he will seek to ]ustify it no 


doubt as a temporary measure 
until 
the 
woild 
economy 
and 
world purchasing power can be 
restored. 


The criticism which the isola- 
tionist will make of the interna- 
tjonal co-operationist doctrine out- 
lined above is that the rest of the 
world doesn't have the money to 
buy our goods, that it is now 
using substitutes. But the other 
jnations will forego the cheaper 
substitutes and win buy our pro- 
ducts if their businesses are re- 
stored. They need capital, as do 
many of our home industries. 


In 
Kentucky, 
much 
gold 
iS 
buried. _It is unused A portion of 
it—the ""profit" from devaluation 
—can form the basis of a proper 
use of international credit to rid 
the world of war and dictatorships. 
Germany accepted Hitler only as 
the alternative- to anarchy. So did 
Italy embrace Mussolini. The Ger- 
man and Italian peoples will get 
their liberties back when famine 
and unemployment and shortages 
of goods and credit. no longer 
menace their security. Revolutions 
and dictatorships are the diseases 
of poverty and not the phenomena 
of prosperity.

Omahan Denies Barmaid and 


Sale to Minors Charges. 
The state liquor commission 
apent a whole afternoon Thursday 
on a very rare type of case, a case 
wherein the city council of Omaha 
had revoked a liquor license, Aurel 
Aiian, a young man, holder of the 
license until it was revoked by 
the city council Sept. 17, appealed 
to the commission to overturn the 
action of the Omaha council. The 
case was taken under advisement. 
The city council revoked the li- 
cense on the ground that the li- 
censee had violated a city ordi- 
nance prohibiting the services of 
barmaids and had sold to minors. 
The defense was that other places 
in Omaha use barmaids, that this 
licensee did not employ barmaids 
and that there was no positive 


proof that younff folk*, including: 
CCC boys and girl companions, 
were really under age. 
Arlan testified 
that he was 
working in a packing houso for 
$18 to $20 a week when he applied 
for a license and that he con- 
tinued this work and could only 
give three hours In the evening 
to look after his business and that 
his father took care of the work 
most of the time for $12 a week 
and that the profits had been 
barely enough to pay for his 
father's help. 
The defense was that a restau- 
rant next door to the bar had con- 
necting doors for a time and this 
might have accounted for the girls 
in waitress uniform which state 
agents saw in the bar. One com- 
missioner suggested that the li- 
censee did such a small amount of 
business that his license was not 
worth much to him. The license 
and equipment had cost the owner 


$1,000. He denied that he got the 
license in the first instance for his 
father, who is an alien and not 
eligible.

flood control and conservation of 
natural resources," saying these 
were desirable 
objects, 
he then 


went on to quote Senator Norris 
as saying in the senate, "naviga- 
tion and flood control have been 
merely the constitutional peg on 
which to hang 
these other 
mat- 


ters." 
Armstrong 
contended 
"every- 


thing m the bill is directed to se- 
cure to the federal government the 
management of electric 
power."

DUCK SEASON SOON OPENS 
Expect 20,000 Nebraskans 


to Participate. 


Chief State Conservation Officer 


O'Connell said he expects approxi- 
mately 20,000 Nebraska huntera 
will participate in the duck shoot- 
ing season, which opens next Sat- 
urday and closea Nov. 7. 


The estimate, he said, is based 


on previous year figures showing 
the number of federal duck stamps 
purchased by hunters. Each hun- 
ter must 
buy 
& duck 
hunting 


stamp and paste it on his license. 
The stamps .may be obtained at 
postof flees. 


O'Connell said he hoped for cold 


and rainy weather during the sea- 
son, which would make it ideal. 
There is a good crop of ducks in 
the Dakotas, Canada and Mon- 
tana, he said, and the birds will be 
flying into Nebraska by the time 
the season opens. The Nebraska 
crop 
was 
depleted 
because of 


drouth. 


There have been 
an 
unusual 


number of inquiries about the sea- 
son dates, availability of ducks and 
licenses from out of state hunters, 
O'Connell said, and he is expecting 
a large number of them to parti- 
cipate in the shooting. 


The shooting hours are from 7 


a. m, until 4 p. m. daily, except on 
the Platte river, where the hours 
are 7 a. m. to noon, daily. The 
daily bag limit, the same as the 
possession limit, is 10 ducks and 
five geese. 


Non-resident hunters must pay 


the same license fee as is charged. 
Nebraskans in their states, and 
O'Connell said it will be not less 
than $10. The resident license costs 
$1 and the required federal stamp 
costa $1.

Condra 
Says 
Nebraskans 


Must Make Use of Irriga- 


tion to Aid State. 


A warning against lending ear 


to those who criticize Nebraska's 
power and irrigation projects was 
issued 
Thursday 
night 
by Dr. 


George E. Condra, university soil 
and water conservation director, 
to members of the South Platte 
chambers of commerce, here on 
their second annual pilgrimage to 
Lincoln. 


Addressing more than 300 visitors 
at a dinner at the chamber of com- 
merce 
building, 
Condra 
said: 


"They will say the soil is not 
adapted and that the plans are not 
feasible. But projects 
now 
are 


carefully studied before they are 
stated and when the 
engineers 


say they are O. K., they are O. K." 


Condra explained the reason so 


many projects have received ap- 
proval in Nebraska recently Is that 
the welfare of the people is being 
considered in addition to the eco- 
nomic aspects involved. He also 
applied the welfare principle to 
public building projects and de- 
clared because of social need and 
unemployment they should not be 
scrutinized in the same light as 
private enterprise in boom years. 


"Nebraskans must use all water 


in the state for the benefit of the 
state," Condra said, keynoting a 
gathering which 
had 
but 
one 


theme, water conservation. He rec- 
ommended not only flood control 
for the Republican valley, but also 
some .project to store water when 
it is abundant for use in drouth 
periods. 


The geologist said Nebraska now 


has very complete soil surveys and 
is carrying forward a similar check 
on water resources as rapidly as 
possible. 
Already being investi- 


gated, he said, is pump irrigation. 


Of this phase of irrigation, Con- 


dra explained the state already 
has 
2,000 wells which may be 


pumped for use on crops and that 
the survey now under way is ex- 
pected to reveal many more lo- 
cations suitable for such wells in 
the southwest and elsewhere. 


Much to Learn. 


The speaker said much is yet to 


be learned about conserving ram- 
fall and other farming methods 
which will help those living in 
areas where water is scarce. 


"We must use every drop," he 


declared. 


Condra also sees some chance 


of oil being discovered between 
Cambridge and McCook. He said 
much of that area is under lease 
and officials of some companies 
have assured him preliminary sur- 
veys indicated presence of both oil 
and gas. 


In reviewing the drouth years, 


he said, "I think I am fairly safe 
in saying the cycle of low rainfall 
is over." Tho admitting subsoil 
water ig low, he found an opti- 
mistic note in the large amount of 
water stored deep underground In 
the state which he believes may 
some day be tapped. 


A spirit of carnival play per- 


vaded the dinner but did not in- 
terfere with the business in hand 
Wearing a miniature size sailor 
hat, C. E. Alter of Alma, united 
chambers' president, plead for a 
finish fight for water conservation. 
He said the South Platte organi- 
zation was founded _to promote the 
welfare of the entire state, chiefly 
in the matters of conservation, 
flood control and irrigation. 


Speaking of the proposed Repub- 


lican valley Irrigation project. Al- 
ter said: "We want support down 
there and we intend to get it." 
He aaicl the first objective of the 
drive is a complete topographical 
survey which was started but not 
finished. Pointing out the need of 
water Alter said 200 farmers are 
on relief in Harlan county alone. 


He said the co-operation of Lin- 


coln is needed and in appreciation 
of the entertainment here the Lin- 
coln chamber was, at his sugges- 
tion, voted a member of the South 
Platte group. 


C. R Judkln of Upland, presi- 


dent of the state water conserva- 
tion 
congress, introduced M. L. 


Bowman of Hastings, publicity di- 
rector, who announced plans of the 
next congress session at Alma, 
Oct. 
22 
"The water we can hold 


back at flood times would bring 
prosperity to all 
We are letting 


water tumble uselessly thru the 
state. 
Arc we going to harness 


it ?" Bowman asked.

Charles E. Coughlin's first utter- 
ance on current public questions 
since the archdiocese of Detroit was 
created drew from his new arch- 
bishop comment that he used "un- 
fortunate words." Archbishop Ed- 
ward Mooney, writing in a church 
publication, the Michigan Catholic, 
referred to the Royal Oak priest's 
statement in a press interview 
that President Roosevelt showed 
"personal stupidity" in appointing 
Justice Hugo Black to the supreme 
court. The archbishop said he felt 
"called 
upon to state publicly" 


Father Coughlin's remarks were 
not "submitted to review to me or 
to some one appointed by me." 


"Priests have the right to dis- 


_free with the president," Arch- 


bishop Mooney wrote, "and they 
may feel the duty of publicly ex- 
pressing such disagreement espe- 
cially in matters of high moral im- 
port. But a deeply inculcated re- 
spect for authority, as well as con- 
sciousness of the reverence with 
which their own sacred calling is 
regarded always makes them, on 
reflection, impose upon themselves 
a fine sense of restrain in the lan- 
guage they use." 


The archbishop's s t a t e m e n t , 


after making clear this procedure 
was not followed in the interview, 
added: "I should perhaps add an 
expression of my own deep regret 
that, in editing this statement (the 
interview), Father Coughlin did 
not have the prudent counsel of a 
friendly critic which it is the aim 
of church legislation to provide."

"TACHYCARDIA" IS 
a big 


word, the medical term for a symp- 
tom that worries many an individ- 
ual. It is a word used to describe 
an abnormally rapid beating: of the 
heart. The condition may last but 
a *ew minutes, or it may continue 
for an hour or even several days. 


When it appears for the first 


'time, the racing heart may be an 
•alarming and distressing symptom. 
;Let me assure you, however, that 
*4n most instances it is "not a seri- 
'ous sign or an indication of real 
disease of the heart. But this is no 
excuse for neglect. The condition 
deserves attention. / 


Normally the heart rate is from 


,72 to 76 beats per minute. When 
-m. person is excited, apprehensive or 


' .under nervous tension, the heart 


jrute goes up. 7n certain forms of 
jtachycardia, the rate may increase 
Ito 150, or even to 200 heats per 
frninute. 


On the contrary, when an Individ- 


fral la relaxed and free from emo- 
•tlon or strain, there is a consider- 
ably lower rate than when he is 
active. The heating of the heart 
is influenced not only by exercise 
and occupation, hut also by age, 
tsex and the general health. 


Low Blood Pressure 


Persons who are subject to spells 


of rapid heart action notice that 
"the attacks may accompany indi- 
gestion or may follow ntraining at 
etool. 
Sometimes it occurs when 


changing from .lying or sitting. 


As a rule, individuals who com- 


plain of this symptom have low 
blood pressure. They complain of 
nausea, vomiUrgr and gas distress. 
In severe cases there is a grasping 
or vice-like pairi, under the breast 
bones. 


The attacks may be brought on 


by excessive use (of coffee, tea. to- 
bacco or alcohol. 
Occasionally it 


can be traced to some focal infec- 
l-'on, such as is found in diseased 
tonsils, teeth and nasal sinuses. In 
most instances, the trouble is the 
TeauJt of some mental cr physical 
fitreta. 


If you are a sufferer from this 


•ondition, do not become alarmed 
or take it for granted that you have 
•heart disease. 
Consult, with your 


doctor, but he v/i'.l bo able .o pre- 
scribe the necessary treatment for 
you only after a thorough physical 
'examination.

No 
request was made in the petition 
for 
emergency 
rates on rough 


feeds. The rate asked for Is two- 
thirds of the regular rate on grain 
and concentrates. 


Smart Wife 
xLearns' Gas 


Range

j*.S WE all know, one can some- 


times get more value out of an in- 
ferior article, if properly used and 
looked after, than from a superior 
article that is neglected. This goes 
fer ga* ranges, too. So today we'll 
•ee if we can't dig up some notions 
that will help to get the utmost 
out of the stove. 


Many 
housewives 
using 
gas 


ranges with oven heat controls al- 
low a longer period for pre-heating 
than is absolutely necessary. When 
the desired temperature has been 
reached, the burner cuts down with 
a little click which means that the 
even is ready to use. 


The first rule for successful bak- 


ing is an even oven. Due to the 
natural settling of a house, no 
kitchen floor Js perfectly level; this 
results in a slanting oven that af- 
fects baking. So «ee if your oven 
Is uneven. Place a shallow pan of 
water on the range top; It will re- 
veal the downward slant. A car- 
penter's level is even more accu- 
rate. Then use wood or metal 
strips to make the stove stand even. 


t After cak« baking, it saves time 


and effort as well as fuel if the 
heated oven is used for a sequence 
of baking. Plan an oven dinner on 
baking days. But don't overload It. 
It defeats one's purpose, since it 
prevents the 
free 
circulation of 


fresh, heated air, peculiar to a gas 
range, which bakes and browns 
food properly and evenly. 


Position of Pans 


At least one inch should be left 


between the baking dishes and the 
oven sides; also pans and dishes 
should be so spaced that they do 
not touch one another and one is 
not directly above the other. Two 
racks of food are sufficient in any 
oven. Too large cookie sheets used 
on two or three racks at the same 
time will cut off circulation of air, 
and sad cookies will result. 


While any type of pan may be 


used for top stove cooking, it is 
more economical of.fuel if well- 
constructed, flat-bottomed utensils 
are chosen. Buckled or warped 
pans waste heat units; high, narrow 
pans allow the escape of heat, un- 
less used in triplicate form. 


The homemaker who uses her 


range wisely knows that she will 
spend less time in cooking and will 
have lower fuel bills in the long 
run. She knows that water boils 
at 212 F., that long-continued boil- 
Ing will evaporate liquid and court 
scorched food. Sustained boiling 
may be continued over a low flame, 
and fragile fond will not break up 
with such a flame. Top burners ol 
new stoves have two rims of flam« 
for use in bringing foods to boil; 
then a twist of the valve leave* 
only an inner rim of beads with 
sufficient heat to continue boiling' 
These small burners concentrate 
the heat directly beneath the uteri' 
sil. 


RELIC OF FIRST 
CAPITOL 


Cone of Lantern Ornaments 


Barn Near Garland. 


State Tax Commissioner Smith 


disclosed that the metal ornament 
which 
topped 
Nebraska's 
first 


capitol now decorates a Seward 
county barn on a farm owned by 
Harry Westerhoff, - near Garland. 


Smith, who publishes a weekly 


newspaper at Seward, said he dug 
up the exclusive story for his own 
paper as the result of a "tip" 
from a former state supreme court 
justice, T. L. NorvaJ of Seward. 


Norval was also a member of 


the 1879 session of the state sen- 
ate, which met in the first capitol. 


The cone shaped metal orna- 


ment, 4 feet ,hig;h and 
4 feet 


across, was purchased by Joseph 
H. Silvers, who homesteaded the 
land. 
It came from 
a building 


which cost $49,000 when it was 
built in 186S. 
The 
round ball 


which topped the metal cone is in 
the possession of the State His- 
toricaJ society. 


Smith said the 18S3 legislature 


authorized the destruction of the 
main part of the first capitol, so 
that the construction of the main 
part of the second capitol might 
be commenced, and tt is assumed 
that Joseph Silvers acquired the 
ornament at about that time. 
W. H. B. Stout had the contract 
for the east wing 
of the 
first 


building, and also obtained 
the 


contract for construction 
of the 


second capitol. The present capi- 
tol or third, was built at a cost 
of $10,000,000.

SUPREME COURT SYLLABI 


The following opinions were filed 


by the court Oct. 8: 


Butke vs. Nachschoen, Appeal, 
Douglas, Reversed and dismissed. 
Messmore, judge. 


1. "A conveyance is declared to 


be fraudulent when its object or 
effect is to defraud another, or 
the intent with which it is made 
is to avoid some duty, or debt due 
by or incumbent upon the party 
making the transfer." 27 O. J. 415. 


2. "The question of fraudulent 


Intent is to be cons dered as of the 
time when the conveyance is made, 
and with reference to the particu- 
lar conveyance alleged to have 
been fraudulent as against credi- 
tors." Tanner va. Frink, 103 Neb. 
£17. 174 N. W. 417. 


3. A conveyance from a husband 


to his wife is presumptively fraud- 
ulent as to an existing creditor, 
and 
in litigation between 
the 


creditor and grantee on that issue, 
the burden is on the latter to es- 
tablish the good faith of the trans- 
action by a preponderance of the 
evidence. Christensen vs. Smith, 
123 Neb. 388. 243 N. W. 118.- 


,4. Where a preponderance of 


the evidence discloses that a con- 
veyance of real estate from a bus- 
band to his wife was made In good 
faith for an adequate considera- 
tion, then such conveyance may 
be sustained. 


Unfair Competition. 


Personal Finance company vs. 
Person Loan Service. Appeal, Lan- 
caster. Referaed and 
remanded. 
Chase, district judge. 


1. Unfair 
competition 
means 


conduct in any trade or business 
whereby one party, in a deceptive 
manner, transacts his business 
with tbe public in such a way as 
to leave tbe impression it is deal- 
Ing with another. 


2. In order for one to be entitled 
to enjoin the use of a trade name 
ma unfair competition, It must ap- 
pear that ordinary persons, deal- 
Ing with ordinary 
caution, are 
likely to be misled or confused. 


Where there is no probability of 
deception there can be no unfair 
competition. 


3. As a. general rule, descriptive 


terms, or generic words, are not 
susceptible of exclusive appropria- 
tion. They may b« used by all the 
world in an honestly descriptive 
or nondescriptive manner; but If 
by their use one person, intending 
to avail himself of another's repu- 
tation, is enabled to transact his 
business as that of his rival, and 
prospective customers are likely 
to be misled or confused thereby, 
such use then becomes unlawful. 


4. The law does not require the 


plaintiff to prove that deception 
or confusion actually occurred; he 
will be entitled to equitable relief 
if he shows a calculation on the 
part of the defendant to deceive 
and a reasonable likelihood that 
deception or confusion will result 
therefrom. 


5. A permit to transact business 


issued to a corporation by the sec- 
retary of state is not binding upon 
the courts as res adjudicata. 


6. Evidence shows defendant to 


be conducting its business in such 
manner as to amount to unfair 
competition. 


Assessment Held Void. 


City of McCook vs. County of 


Red Willow. Appeal, Red Willow.

A highway or public way 


which a city has the power to 
pave, and to levy a special assess- 
ment to pay for the cost thereof, 
under section 42S3, Comp. 
St. 


1922, as amended by chapter 135, 
laws 1923. is a public highway 
within the corporate limits of the 
city 
as 
distinguished 
from 
a 
street. 


2. "To constitute implied dedica- 


tion by the owner of land of its 
use for a public highway, there 
must be present the intent to ap- 
propriate the land for public use. 
The intent may, however, be ex- 
pressed in the visible conduct and 
open acts of the owner. If the acts 


are such as would lead ordinarily 
prudent m«n to infer an intent to 
dedicate, and they are so received 
and acted upon by the public, the 
owner cannot, after acceptance by 
the public, recall the appropria- 
tion. 


"In auch cas« the facts and cir- 
cumstances must be such as indi- 
cate an unequivocal intent to de- 
vote the strip of land to the public 
use" -Burk vs. Diers, 102 Neb. 
721. 
169 N. W. 263. 


3. ' "In order to constitute a 


highway by dedication, it is not 
necessary that the offer ol dedica- 
tion be accepted by the public au- 
thorities. It may be accepted by 
the public itself, and the accep- 
tance by the public itself is shewn 
by its entering upon the land and 
enjoying the privilege offered by 
user." Carpenter vs. Schnerle, 91 
Neb. 
806, 137 N. W. 850. 


4. The facU set out in the opin- 


ion held not to show such an in- 
tent to dedicate, and acceptance 
by the public, as is necessary to 
establish a public highway by dedi- 
cation. 


5. Under the facts set out In the 


opinion, held, that the road paved 
and improved by the plaintiff upon 
land owned by the defendant, used 
for county fair ground purposes, 
was not a public highway which 
the city under its charter was au- 
thorized to pave and improve, and 
to levy a special assessment to 
pay for such improvement, and 
the special assessment levied there- 
for was unauthorized and void. 


6. Where special assessments 
against property to pay costs of 
paving are void, knowledge of the 
proceedings and of the construc- 
tion of the improvement will not 
estop the owner from avoiding lia- 
bility therefor, and they cannot 
be enforced solely on thg ground 
of the benefits of the improve- 
ments to the owners of abutting 
lots or lands.

Guilt of Accused.

BARTOW, Fla.— A jury of six 


men and one alternate, all of 
whom declared to the defense they 
were opposed to the C. L O.f was 
sworn in here to try six former 
Tampa policemen accused of flog- 
ging Joseph A. Shoemaker 
to 
death on a lonely country road 
the night of Nov. 30, 1935, a few 
hours after he was freed from ar- 
rest as "a communist." 
The in- 
dictment is for second degree mur- 
der, carrying a penalty of from 
20 years to life imprisonment. 


The, six indicted are : C. A. 


Brown, jr., southeastern pistol 
shot champion and once the idol 
of Tampa school children, whom 
he aided by organizing a traffic 
safety corps; Sam E. Crosby, F. 
W. Switzer, John Bridges, C. W, 
Carlisle and Arlie Gilliam, an Or- 
lando citrus farmhand •'who is said 
to be a Klansman and to have 
traveled 100 miles to become a 
special deputy during election time 
in Tampa. Originally ten were in- 
dicted on various charges after the 
flogging, among them R. G. Titts- 
worth, Tampa chief of police. The 
cases against four have been dis- 
missed. 
Presentation of evidence 


to the jury will begin Friday when 
Special Prosecutor Rex Farrior 
will call the first of the state's 34 
surviving witnesses. 


Two of the state's witnesses 


have died,

bench jockeys swung into action 
in the second game of the world 
series and gave Cliff Melton, their 
favorite target, the first real jock- 
eying of the week. 


To the Giants, Melton Is "Mickey 


Mouse," or plain "Cliff." To some 
of the word painters in the press 
box, 
he is "Mountain Music." The 


Yankee jockeys don't care for that 
kind of stuff. It's too flattering. 
They went after Melton's far flung 
ears with every epithet they could 
think of. 
"Hey. handlebars!" , 
"Hang out your washing!" 
"Pull 'em in, Cliff. This is a 


one-way street!" 


"Which is your profile, water 
wings?" 


"Watch out for them swinging 


doors!" 


'Fold 'em. Cliff. We're coming 


to a bridge!" 
"Hey, handlebars!" 
The Yankee jockeys felt they 


had plenty of motive for the rid- 
ing of Melton. He got ,a tryout 
in the Yankee camp two years 
ago. They turned him adrift as a 
doubtful prospect, and he wound 
up with the Giants, by way of 
Baltimore- 
For the Giants, 
he 


won 20 games this year. Also, 
he began to be quoted. 


Alleged Remarks Resented. 


A few weeks ago a story ap- 


peared in the papers, with quotes 
by Melton, to the effect that Bill 
Dickey had ruined Cliff's future 
with the Tanks by calling for the 
wrong pitch in an exhibition game 
with Cincinnati. The batter was 
Kiki Cuyler. Melton wanted to 
throw a curve, the 
story ran. 


Dickey called for a fast one. say- 
ing, in a conference near the box, 
"Co'mon, kid, throw it past this 
bum. He can't touch it." Melton 
threw the fast one under protest, 
and Cuyler kissed it for two pases. 


That's the story, and the Yan- 


kees claim it is highly apocryphal 
and misleading. 
So does Melton. 


He denies the quotes. But the 


Yankees are grim about it. They 
were waiting for Melton when he 
stepped out to start this second 
game of the series. 


Jockeying is still a major form 


of entertainment for ball players. 
Nearly every club has its principal 
jockey, who rides the enemy and 
the umpires from the dugout from 
one end of the game to the other. 
There have been 
some famous 


jockeys in the history of base- 
ball, Ty Cobb was a great one. 
The work of Ray Kolp, one time 
relief pitcher for Cincinnati, was 
well 
spoken 
of by the critics. 
Fresco Thompson, formerly of the 
Phils, Dodgers, and Giants, had 
class. Leo Durocher is one of the 
most gifted tongue swingers in the 
game today. 
Close behind him- 


come Bill Jurges, Woody English, 
Ben Chapman, and Lefty Gomez. 


Some Record Jockeying. 


A new high 
In 
world 
series 


jockeying was reached by the Chi- 
cago Cuba of 1932 in their treat- 
ment of George H. Ruth. The Cub 
bench was loaded with jockeys 
that year. They had half a dozen 
triple threat hecklers. 
They gave 


Ruth the works, with a famous 
and highly unfortunate result— 
corning to the plate one afternoon, 
the Babe faced the Cub jockeys 
and called their attention to a sec- 
tion of the right center field fence. 
Then he hammered the next pitch 
over that very spot for a home 
run. 
That was a shot .calling to 


end all shot callings. 


Lefty Gomez does the bulk of 


the jockey work for the Yankees. 
He led the assault on Melton. He 
was helped in his task by the fer- 
tile brain of Pat Malone, the of- 
ficial Yankee nicknamer, who calls 
Gomez "Felix the Cat," Ruffing 
"Drizzle-Puss," Dickey "Willie the 
Slug," and himself "Old Blubber." 


I don't know if it was the jock- 


eying that drove Melton from the 
mound, or simply Yankee power.

manism and naturalism of the so- 
called "intellectuals,'1 we have the 
many aberrations of sincere Chris- 
tians, who have run off on side- 
tracks from the main line ot tho 
New Testa rnent's 
teaching-,

holiness cults, Anglo-Israel cults, 
healing 
cults, millenialism cults,

what else. Without entering into 
a discussion of any of these, ft ia 
sufficient 
condemnation of them 


all that they have usurped the first 
place which the Bible claims for 
Christian disclpleship and service.

This Man Jude. 


Only this short, one chapter let- 


ter has come to us from Jude. He 
says that he meant to write a 
general letter upon the Christian 
faith, but he found himself BO dls- 
| turned by the Immorality that had 


j crept Into the brotherhood that he 
felt 
"constrained ^to write 
and 


cheer you on to the vigorous de- 
fense of the faith delivered once 
for all to God's people." 


From a literary standpoint, Jude 


does not rank high. Yet he had uni- 
que authority for speaking out. He 
describes himself aa the brother 
of James. 
With him, the human 


tie hud been overwhelmed by their 
acceptance of the unique divinity 
and Saviourhood of Jesus, their 
brother. Jameg even calls himself 
the bond servant of Jesus Christ. 
Both men were content to stand 
on the same plane as the* rest of 
us, as simple disciples of Christ. 


James 
became 
head 
of 
the 


church in Jerusalem. Jude retained 
a subordinate place. He was not 
an apostle. Apparently, he re- 
mained in Palestine, an object of 
peculiar affection to the Christians, 
because of his 
relationship 
to 


Jesus. Hia zeal for pure religion is 
understandable from this stand- 
point. He was impatient of merely 
professional Christianity; and for 
those who cloaked evil living un- 
der religious profession he had 
only abhorrence. 


At the close of his brief letter, 


Jude rises to a subline height of 
expression, 
in 
tho 
benediction 


which every reader may appro- 
priate to himself: 


"Now 
unto Him that is able to 


keep you from falling, and to pre- 
sent your 
faultless
